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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1966 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 


I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1966. 

The  estimated  population  figure  is  given  as  9*380,  as  against  9*290  for 

1965. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  shows  a substantial  increase  to 
17.05  from  14.31  for  1965. 


The  death  rate  per  1,000  living  has  increased  to  10. 76  from  8.60  for 

1965. 


There  were  101  deaths  as  compared  with  80  for  1965.  Although  this  may 
seem  a large  increase,  in  fact  it  brings  the  number  back  to  the  usual 
expectancy  of  approximately  100  deaths  a year.  Four  deaths  were  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  maternal 
deaths  during  the  year.  Further,  this  year  there  have  been  no  infant  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  has  increased  this  year  to  16 
from  7 for  1965. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  have  not  been  numerous, 
although  of  the  12  measles  notified,  6 were  admitted  to  hospital.  One  case 
of  diphtheria  appears  in  the  tables.  This  was  notified  and  investigated  in 
connection  with  the  outbreak  in  a neighbouring  urban  district,  and  although 
admitted  to  hospital,  was  not  subsequently  confirmed.  This  case  may  be 
responsible  for  the  substantial  increase  in  diphtheria  immunisation  during 
the  year.  However,  it  is  wise  to  keep  all  immunisations  up  to  date  and 
parents  are  reminded  that  immunisation  can  be  obtained  at  the  clinic  or  from 
their  family  doctor. 

I would  like  to  offer  my  thanks  most  sincerely  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  my  colleagues  for  the  help  and  co-operation  I have  received 
during  the  year,  and  with  the  preparation  of  this  report.

The  supplying  authority  to  the  area  is  the  North  Derbyshire  Water 
Board. 


Press  reservoirs  now  provide  the  source  of  supply,  the  treatment 
is  screening  followed  by  chlorination. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the 
Board's  laboratories.  All  raw,  treated  and  distributed  waters  are 
examined  at  least  monthly.

Before  being  brought  into  use  all  newly  laid  mains  were  washed 
out,  sterilized  and  samples  examined  to  ensure  satisfactory 
bacteriological  results  were  obtained.

Other  works  carried  out  under  the  Act  include  inspection  of 
dwellinghouses  for  the  presence  of  bed-bugs,  cockroaches  and  other 
insect  pests.  During  the  year  six  properties  were  treated  for  the 
destruction  of  cockroaches,  and  five  for  other  insect  pests.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  is  only  one  small  private  slaughterhouse  registered  in  the  District, 
where  the  owner  slaughters  animals  for  his  own  butcher's  business.  A 100$ 
post  mortem  inspection  has  been  maintained,  necessitating  120  visits  to  the 
slaughterhouse  during  the  year.  The  premises  are  well  maintained,  and  no 
problems  have  arisen  during  the  year.  Frequent  inspections  are  now  made  by  a 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food;  no 
serious  defects  or  contraventions  of  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  were 
notified.
